A FLAG FOR CANADA

A commentator has said recently that if Canada isn’t 
Agoing to make a more herself to have e flag, other 
countries are likely to provide her with one. That, of 
couise, will be the red ensign, which is not a national 
flag but seems to be the only distinctive emblem which 
Canada waves. Other nations, wishing to honor Can¬ 
ada as an independent part of the British Common¬ 
wealth in any assembly of flags of United Nations, must 
lesort to the red ensign, which is marine insignia. Oth¬ 
erwise Canada would not appear at all. She would be 
merely lumped under the Union Jack like the least pre¬ 
tentious colonial possession of the British Isles. 

If foreign countries give any thought to this singu¬ 
lar lack of any fitting national emblem, they must won¬ 
der at Canadian indifference and lack of national feel¬ 
ing. But it is not entirely the fault of the Canadian 
people who have actually been urging a Canadian flag 
for over twenty years. Perhaps they did not urge with 
sufficient volume' and intensity. At any rate all clam- 
orings were skilfully smothered at Ottawa. Opponents 
raised the false and ancient bugaboo of disloyalty to 
England—as if England cared. 

In not demanding a Canadian flag and not forcing It 
as a real issue we have been lacking in virile, vigorous 


English communists are not so 
touchy. They don’t mind barging' in 
where they are .not wanted, their 
object being to effect an extrance so 
they can pursue their favorite policy 
of boring from within. Several times 
they have been denied admission to 
the Labor party; sometimes rudely 
enough to ruffle their sensibilities if 
they had any. A few weeks ago, 
they were rebuffed by 3 to 1 -al¬ 
though they got several million 
votes from the United Mine Work¬ 
ers. Leading union men inside and 
outside the government- have told 
them they desire cordial relations 
with Russia but that the Commun¬ 
ist party workp insidiously and 
treacherously and is not to be coun¬ 
tenanced.

MAKING USE OF WHAT WE HAVE 


A demonstration of what can be achieved by proper 
use of foods available in Alberta is being conducted 
in the health district of Lamonte. Thirty boys, at pres¬ 
ent underweight, are being entered in a six weeks’ camp, 
during which period they jvill be fed meals which dieti- 
ticians have found to be nutritious and body building. 
All progress made in adding weight and bringing gen¬ 
eral physical improvement will be closely followed. Ev¬ 
erything bearing on the diets as affecting the thirty 
boys entered in the demonstration will be charted and 
recorded. 

It is not news that underweight children are not 
necessarily products of homes unable to provide good 
foods. All children do not react similarly to various 
foods. One child may thrive on one type of food to 
which another will respond less favorably. But there 
are certain fundamentals which generally bring results, 
and the boys’ camp will provide a basic guide which will 
be far reaching in its benefits. 

Perhaps the most important service which the camp 
will render Albertans at large, is guidance in the prop¬ 
er use of foods which are, or can be, .grown in Alberta. 
Alberta grown produce will be the basis of c*mp food 
supplies, and the meals provided will demonstrate prop¬ 
er preparation of these foods to retain highest 
nutritional value, and in proper proportions. Failure to 


make full use of what we have is responsible for most 
of the troubles of malnutrition, and other physical de¬ 
fects which diminish the full fitness of citizens, their 
personal enjoyment in life, and maximum usefulness. 

In these days of food restrictions it becomes impera¬ 
tive that the best possible use be made of available 
foods as imported products diminish. Any knowledge 
which can be gained bearing on nutritional values of 
our own gardens, the best methods of preserving and 
conserving, advances the general health of Albertans. 
But only if this knowledge is acted upon with intelli¬ 
gence and appreciation of its importance. 

Those interested in nutritional work speak of the var¬ 
iation to be found as between different areas in one 
province. Due to the nature of th9 soil in which they 
grow, vegetables in one section will be much richer in 
precious chemical constituents than others. Water in 
one well will carry more valuable minerals than in an¬ 
other. So to bring ideal results, each district should 
have its analysis of its own soil, vegetables, fruits, wa¬ 
ter, etc., and from this data, chart its perfectly balanced 
meals. This would ensure the necessary food ingred¬ 
ients for the people of that district. 

But pending such intensive study, the boys’ camp at 
Lamonte will furnish very useful data to all parts of

The Latter Loaned Money to Assist 

Vital Industries in the Perfor¬ 
mance of Services so Essential 
To Carrying On of Nation's 
Business 

Statements recently made in the 
House of Commons at Ottawa disclose 
the fact that the Canadian Pacific 
Railway over the past few years has 
been a good client of the Dominion 
Government insofar as the latter has 
gone into the business of lending 
money to assist vital industries in the 
performance of -services absolutely 
essential to the carrying on of the na¬ 
tion’s business. 

Between the years 1931 and 1941, 
the Government advanced loans to the 
Company for various purposes as fol¬ 
lows: During the summer of 1936 it 
was necessary to find work for unem¬ 
ployed men in many parts of Canada. 
To aid in this purpose the government 
advanced to the Company a total of 
$554,700. This loan was fully repaid 
by installments between January 1938 
and January 1942. Over the period the 
Company paid to the Government in¬ 
terest at 2 Vi per cent totalling $47,- 
567.42. 

Between September 1935 and 
March 1936 the Government lent to 
the Company a total of $1,270,000 to 
finance the betterment and repairing 
of railway equipment. These were 
days when the depression had serious¬ 
ly reduced the Company’s available 
funds for this work. The loan was 
fully repaid between January 1938 and 
January 1942. No interest was to be 
paid on this loan for the first two 
years, but later interest payments at 
4 per cent were made to a total of 
$170,854.79. 

During the period 1936-38 the Gov¬ 
ernment purchased railway equipment 
to a total value of $5,730,000. This 
% was sold to the Canadian Pacific un¬ 
der a hire-purchase agreement and the 
entire amount was repaid to the Gov¬ 
ernment by January 1943. This loan 
was interest free for two years. Af¬ 
ter than period the Company paid in¬ 
terest at 3 per cent, a total of $610,- 
978.61. . . - 

A similar arrangement • was made 
for the purchase of equipment over a 
period including the year 1939 and 
1941. The Government lent the Com¬ 
pany a total of $9,951,489.64 at 3'i 
per cent interest. This was. fully re¬ 
paid by December 1942 with interest 
thereon amounting to $844,990.53. Ov¬ 
er—the period until these loans were 
fully repaid, therefore, the Canadian 
Pacific made a total interest payment 
of $1,674,391.3^. ^ 

The only other outstanding loans 
which the Company owes the Govern¬ 
ment are two which were made for 
the purpose of helping Jo keep the 
country’s workmen employed between 
November 1931 and January 1933. The 
depression was then at its full height
